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Thousand 
of shifts 
covered 
by agency 

THOUSANDS of shifts are 
being covered by bank and 
agency staff at Sandwell’s 
hospitals each month. 

More than £5 million has 
been spent on agency staff 
by the trust that runs the 
hospitals so far this year. 

And Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust is using more bank 
and agency nursing staff 
than in the past four years. 

The trust runs Sandwell 
Hospital, West Bromwich, 
Rowley Regis Hospital and 
City Hospital, Birmingham. 

In September it spent 
£928,000 on agency staff - 
higher than the average in 
the previous five months. 

A table was given to a 
trust board meeting last 
week showing a year-on- 
year comparison of how 
many bank and agency 
nursing staff have been used 
by the trust reveals that in 
April 2011/12, nurse bank 
and agency staff were used 
to cover 5,533 shifts, com¬ 
pared to 7,516 this year - 
2013/14. In August 2011/12 
bank and agency staff were 
used to cover 4,323 shifts, 
compared to 6,922 this year. 

The highest month for 
bank and agency nursing 
staff usage since April 
2011/12 was March 2012/13 
with 8,611 shifts. 

A financial report at the 
same meeting showed of the 
£5.3m spent in the year to 
September, £2m was on 
medical and £2m on nursing 
and midwifery staffing. 

Sex assault 
man is jailed 

A FORMER teacher who 
indecently assaulted young 
pupils 40 years ago during 
after-school ‘homework ses¬ 
sions’ has been jailed for 18 
months. 

Brian Rees preyed on two 
sisters - aged between eight 
and 13 - during the early 
stages of a teaching career at 
Barford School, Ladywood. 
Rees, of Farm Road, Old¬ 
bury, groomed them in the 
late 60s and early 70s, and 
repeatedly abused them at 
his then home in Edgbaston. 
He pleaded guilty at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court to four 
counts of indecent assault. 


Baggies guard stole player’s boots

A SECURITY guard at West Bromwich Albion’s 
training ground stole a player’s football boots, a 
court was told. 

Trainers belonging to Baggies midfielder 
James Morrison and boots belonging to Graham 
Dorrans were among the items taken. 

Aaron Hinds, 25, of Cheadle Drive, New 
Oscott, Birmingham, told Walsall Magistrates 
Court he stole the kit from the training fround in 
Birmingham Road, Great Barr, as he could not 
afford his own. 

The father-of-one stole trainers belonging to 
Morrison from the changing rooms on August 20 
and boots belonging to Dorrans on August 29. 

He was also caught on CCTV taking keys to the 
ground’s laundry room where he stole one of the 
club’s t-shirts in a clear bag on the same date. 


Hinds admitted two charges of theft and one of 
burglary at Walsall Magistrates Court yesterday. 

Miss Maxine Mcintosh, prosecuting, said on 
August 29, the manager viewed CCTV footage 
and saw the defendant in the boot room. He was 
seen to conceal a pair of boots inside his jacket 
before leaving. 

Playing 

She added: “On August 20, footage depicted 
him entering the laundry room, but he did not 
have permission to enter that room and had 
taken keys to gain access. He exited five minutes 
later with a t-shirt inside a clear bag. 

“He was then seen on CCTV going into the first 
team training room and stealing trainers belong¬ 
ing to James Morrison. All of the items have been 
recovered.” Hinds said he had intended to use the 


kit to start playing football as he did not have the 
money to pay for his own. 

Mr Baldev Mehay defending said: “Mr Hinds 
admitted the offence at the earliest opportunity. 
He is in a steady relationship and has a daughter 
and now has full-time employment as a driver. ” 

Presiding magistrate Margaret Jackson said: 
“This is a deplorable offence and you have not 
only let yourself down but you have let your col¬ 
leagues down.” 

Hinds was given a 12-month community order 
with 200 hours unpaid work. He was ordered to 
pay £85 costs 

His partner Tanya Cotton, 23, also of Cheadle 
Drive, pleaded not guilty to the theft on August 
20 and will appear before Walsall Magistrates 
Court on February 3. 


FATHER'S THANKS 
FOR CARE OF SON 


A FATHER from West Bromwich has launched a 
fundraising drive in aid of the hospitals which 
saved his son's life and has already raised thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

When nine-year-old Nasim Ali was diagnosed with a brain tumour, 
the news came Tike a bolt out of the blue’ and turned his family's life 


upside down. 

Five years and numerous opera¬ 
tions on, Nasim’s father Didar is now 
raising money and following the 
success of his first event, Mr Ali has 
spoken about the complications of his 
son’s illness and the heartache it has 
caused his family. 

Mr Ali said: “He had been sick for a 
few days and we had already taken 
him to the GP several times but they 
just told us to keep an eye on it. 

“Then a few days later I was picking 
him up from school to take him to the 
doctor and he was playing basketball, 
he wanted to keep playing basketball. 

“An older GP at our surgery said 
that something wasn’t right. 

“We went to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital and doctors checked 
him over but couldn’t find anything. 

“We were about to leave when one 
doctor said he should have a scan. 

“They said straight away that it 
was a huge brain tumour and that it 
would be difficult to remove. It was 
like a bolt out of the blue. ” But just as

it seemed Nasim was out of the woods 
he experienced swelling on his brain 
that meant he had to go back under 
the knife to have a section of his skull 
removed and replaced with a metal 
plate. 

The procedure was a success and 
his parents Didar and Ambia thought 
their ordeal was all over, but a week 
after the operation Nasim suffered a 
stroke. 

Nasim, who attends George Salter 
Academy West Bromwich, went on to 
receive radiotherapy at Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital to 
ensure the tumour did not return. 

Now 14-year-old Nasim’s family, 
say his battle is the inspiration 
behind their fundraising efforts. 

More than 120 people attended a 
charity buffet at their restaurant, 
Akush Balti, in High Street, West 
Bromwich, on Monday, helping to 
bring in £2,050 for the two hospitals.

100 extra paramedics to be recruited 


MORE than 100 extra paramedics 
are being recruited by West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service to meet 
increasing demands on the service. 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service has announced 110 addi¬ 
tional staff were being taken on and 
would be in place by the end of 
January. 

Among the new recruits will be 
newly qualified paramedics who 
have just completed their university 


studies and training. Others are 
qualified emergency medical techni¬ 
cians who have taken on additional 
training to become paramedics. 

Officials from the trust said the 
additional staff would be rolled out 
across the entire West Midlands. 

But they said many of them would 
be based in the Black Country and 
Birmingham - although exact 
figures were not available. 

The announcement was made at a 


meeting of the service’s trust board 
held in Brierley Hill recently. 

And the board was told schemes 
such as the extra staff being taken 
on would mean the trust’s planned 
surplus for the present financial 
year would be less than originally 
thought. 

As an NHS Foundation Trust, it is 
required to put aside a surplus 
during each financial year to be re¬ 
invested in capital projects. The 


target for the present financial year 
had been £10.2 million, but the 
board was told the present projec¬ 
tion showed there would be a £2.5m 
shortfall. 

But director of finance Rupert 
Davies said there was still expected 
to be a surplus by the end of the year. 
“At the moment there is a drift of 
around £2.9 million but this is 
expected to improve as the year pro¬ 
gresses,” he said.

Prosecutor Mr Paul Reid 
said on May 19 Crawford 
opened the door of the 
victim’s Ford Fiesta and 
first tried to grab a gold 
bracelet from his wrist. 

During the scuffle the 
victim’s son and daughter- 
in-law had run over when 
the victim fell over Craw¬ 
ford’s bicycle, into his 
daughter-in-law, and on to 
the ground. 

Crawford, from Wood 
Green Road, Winson Green, 
then jumped into the car and 
tried to drive off. Eventually 
the victim managed to get 
back into the car and drive 
away, and Crawford rode off 
on his bike. 

The bike was found by 
police in a bush, with cloth¬ 
ing on the handle bars. 

DNA was taken from 
those and provided a match 
to Crawford who eventually 
pleaded guilty to attempted 
robbery of the bracelet, and 
robbery of the car. 

Defending, Mr Nicholas 
Berry said Crawford had 
been in the ‘grips’ of drug 
addiction since he was 18. 

He said: “This man has 
finally realised that unless 
he gets himself out of this 
rut, he’s going to spend the 
remainder of his life, or a lot 
of it, in prison.” 

Crawford was sentenced 
to three years for the 
robbery, and two for the 
attempted robbery, which 
will run concurrently.

Fixed odds betting termi¬ 
nals (FOBTs), have moved 
up the political agenda after 
David Cameron said he 
would take a ‘proper look’ at 
them two weeks ago in 
Prime Minister’s Questions. 

Mr Watson said shops in 
the North East and Mid¬ 
lands saw hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds laundered 
through them. 

He also raised the ques¬ 
tion as to why betting shops 
were not included in the 
European Union money 
laundering directives. 

Derek Webb, founder of 
the Campaign for Fairer 
Gambling, said: “It’s cer¬ 
tainly a step forward to see 
FOBTs on the agenda in Par¬ 
liament with both the Prime 
Minister and the new minis¬ 
ter. 

“However, the question 
raised by Tom Watson and 
the criminal activity that 
may be taking place on these 
machines in betting shops 
needs urgent investigation.”

Police issue 92 warnings for street drinking

MORE than 90 people have been 
warned about drinking in the street by 
police during a 10-week crackdown. 

Operation Holston has been running in 
West Bromwich town centre since the begin¬ 
ning of August. 

Traders said the move was necessary 
despite by-laws already being in place stop¬ 
ping people from drinking in a public place. 

It has now been revealed that in the first 10 
weeks since its launch, 92 people were made 
the subject of either civil intervention or 
police action. 

Among them, 78 people received interven¬ 
tion notices, which work like a temporary 
town exclusion notice, ordering recipients to 


stay away from the area for 48 hours in each 
case. 

A further eight people were arrested for 
alcohol-fuelled behaviour. 

Another five people signed acceptable 
behaviour contracts and the last person was 
served with an immigration removal notice. 

Raised 

Action was called for by businesses who 
said people drinking in the street was putting 
shoppers off, and hitting them in the pocket. 

Edmonds, spokesman for West Midlands 
Police, said: “This issue was raised at a local 
forum. Businesses were saying that trade 
was suffering. 

“That was because some groups were con¬ 


gregating. “Sandwell Council has also picked 
this up as an issue of homelessness. 

“We have also been working with immigra¬ 
tion officers because of some of the individu¬ 
als concerned. 

“This intervention was over a 10-week 
period from the beginning of August.” 

Sergeant Gavin Peever, who is responsible 
for West Bromwich Central Neighbourhood, 
added: “Enjoying alcohol should be an activ¬ 
ity that is enjoyed socially and responsibly, 
and in the case of West Bromwich, not in the 
street. 

“There is a small minority of people in 
West Bromwich that continue to flout the by¬ 
laws that are in place.”

Apprentice idea to help cut young homeless 


HOMELESS teenagers would be 
given accommodation and helped 
into work as part of a ‘life-changing’ 
scheme to be launched by a hospital 
trust. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs 
Sandwell, Rowley Regis and City 
Hospitals, is drawing up plans for its 
Homeless Prevention Programme, 
aimed at getting 16-18 year old 
homeless people employment within 
the trust through its apprenticeship 

It would see around £600,000 
spent on refurbishing an old accom¬ 


modation block opposite Sandwell 
Hospital. 

The West Bromwich base would 
house the teenagers while they take 
part in the project, which would 
hope to get them into full-time work. 

A business case for the pro¬ 
gramme will be discussed by the hos¬ 
pital’s trust board. 

In a report to the board, head of 
learning and development James 
Pollitt described the project as ‘life 
changing for those involved’. 

He adds that there are risks 
involved in the scheme, with one of 
the biggest being the attitudes and 


behaviours of those on the pro¬ 
gramme and those of trust staff. 

“Employing people from the 
homeless community, many of 
whom have different attitudes, 
behaviours and values to those we 
have become familiar with will be 
difficult and risky,” he states. 

“That said, with training and 
development we can change those 
attitudes and behaviours.” 

He adds: “However, if life was 
risk-free and unchallenging how 
boring would it be? We can change 
culture, we can change attitudes and 
we can change the lives of many 


young homeless people, so let’s take 
the risk and deliver the project.” 

It adds that a ‘robust’ recruit¬ 
ment and selection processes need to 
be adhered to and once suitable can¬ 
didates have been identified they 
will be offered an apprenticeship 
with supported accommodation. 

Apprenticeships will normally 
last 12 months and once complete, it 
is anticipated the apprentice will be 
selected to fill the vacancy that has 
supported the apprenticeship. 

The trust hopes in the long term, 
the project will see a reduction in 
homelessness among young people.

Jail for banned driver 
who rammed police car

A DISQUALIFIED driver rammed a 
police car when an officer went to 
arrest him in the early hours of the 
morning - but claimed he thought it 
was someone else because he could 
not see clearly in the darkness, a 
court heard. 

Stuart Jones, of Victoria Road, Tipton, 
arrived home on October 23 at around 
2.30am and was spotted by an officer who 
knew he was a disqualified driver. 

Sandwell magistrates heard last week that the 
officer blocked Jones’s exit from his own drive¬ 
way and walked from his police car carrying his 
truncheon. 

Mr Robert Preston, defending 36-year-old 
Jones, said he had just returned from seeing his 
father at his home, where he was experiencing 
problems with other family members. 

On seeing the officer, Mr Preston said ‘all that 
my client saw was a man of a fairly indistinct form 
with something in his hand’. 

Distance 

He added: “There were no blue flashing lights 
and it was very late at night. 

“He tried unsuccessfully to escape. He accepts 
that if you ram another vehicle that amounts to 
dangerous driving. 

“It was at slow speed, there were no injuries 
and it was a very short distance travelled.” 

The court heard Jones had 82 different sets of 
convictions, including three previous driving 
whilst disqualified matters in recent years, and 
one matter of dangerous driving. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, said the officer 
eventually smashed the driver’s side window of 
Jones’s Vauxhall Frontera and removed the keys 
from the ignition. 

Jones admitted driving a motor vehicle danger¬ 
ously, driving whilst disqualified and using a 
vehicle without third party insurance. 

He was sentenced to 20 weeks in prison for the 
dangerous driving and a further six weeks to run 
consecutively for driving whilst disqualified. 

He was given no separate penalty for driving 
without insurance. 

Jones was also ordered to pay £500 compensa¬ 
tion for the damage to the police car, and he was 
disqualified from driving again for 36 months. 

Magistrates said Jones will need to pass an 
extended driving test before he is allowed on the 
roads again. 


HUNDREDS of pounds have been raised during 
a fundraising day at a West Bromwich shop 
which saw one staff member have her head 
shaved.

“It was a really good day and we have raised at 
least £500. Karen had her head shaved just for 
the fun of it. We had a mixture of customers and 
friends and family on the day, people just came in 
and had a play while they were shopping. 

“We were really pleased with how much we 
raised, our customers did us proud. 

She added: “This is the first charity event we 
have done as far as I am aware, but we will cer¬ 
tainly be having more.” 


Orders 
breached 
within 
a week 

A MAN breached two 
ASBOs just weeks after the 
orders were made, Sandwell 
Magistrates court heard. 

Klinton Sulag, aged 20, 
had been given an interim 
anti-social behaviour order 
on May 28 but breached it on 
June 7. 

He was made subject to 
another ASBO made on Sep¬ 
tember 26 that he went on to 
breach on October 14. He 
was charged with two counts 
of breaching an anti-social 
behaviour order and pleaded 
guilty to both offences at 
earlier hearings. 

Mr Roger Bleazard, prose¬ 
cuting, said the first order 
had been made after he 
caused havoc for residents in 
the Soho and Victoria areas 
of Smethwick. 

He said on June 7 Sulag 
was seen by officers in 
Crockett Lane, Smethwick, 
which was inside the prohib¬ 
ited zone of the order. 

In October he was in a car 
stopped by officers on Toll¬ 
house Lane opposite the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara, 
Smethwick, with Edvis 
Pashaj, who he was pre¬ 
vented from being with 
under his conditions. 

Mr Milo Turner, defend¬ 
ing, described the second 
order as draconian as it pre¬ 
vented Sulag, of Poplar 
Avenue, Tividale, from 
being able to move around 
the area he lived in. 

Magistrates gave him a 
year’s supervision order, 
£100 costs, a £60 victim sur¬ 
charge, a place on a thinking 
skills course and put him 
under a curfew.

Football banning order for smoke bomb fan

A FOOTBALL fan who brought a smoke 
bomb into The Hawthorns for Sir Alex Fer¬ 
guson’s 5-5 farewell match has been handed 
a three-year football banning order. 

Manchester United supporter Matthew 
Barton admitted possessing a firework or 
flare at a sporting event on May 19. The 20- 
year-old had been due to stand trial, but 
changed his plea. 

Vinny Bolina, spokesman for the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said: “The offence took 
place in a game between Manchester United 
and West Bromwich on May 19 - the last 
game of the season. “The defendant was 


seen with it in his hand on CCTV and by 
stewards present. He was arrested and 
charged with possessing a firework or flare 
at a sporting event.” 

Barton, of Mell Stones, Chorlton Fold, 
Greater Manchester, was made subject to a 
three-year football banning order as well as 
being ordered to pay a £140 fine, court costs 
of £150, and a £20 statutory surcharge. The 
bench also made a forfeiture and destruc¬ 
tion order for the smoke grenade. 

Pc Martin Portman, from the Force Foot¬ 
ball Unit, welcomed the sentence. 

He said: “It was a challenging match 


which resulted in a number of arrests of 
both home and away fans. Flares and fire¬ 
works at games are banned in the UK for a 
reason - they have the potential to cause 
harm and distress, and are a serious fire 
risk. Anyone found trying to smuggle in any 
pyrotechnic devices can expect lengthy foot¬ 
ball banning orders keeping them out of all 
British grounds and from travelling to 
matches abroad.” 

Manchester United fan Karl Henson also 
received a three-year football banning order 
after he was found guilty of throwing a 
smoke grenade during the same game after 


a trial in October. He was also given an 
eight-week jail term, suspended for 12 
months. 

Henson, of Salford, Greater Manchester, 
was found guilty of possessing a smoke 
grenade at a sporting event, on May 19. He 
maintained he picked up the smoke grenade 
after someone else activated it. Albion’s 
senior licensee steward Patrick Cook, 
however, said he watched Henson holding 
the grenade in one hand, while both of them 
were above his head, before he threw the 
device. HGV driver Henson was ordered to 
pay £300 costs and an £80 victim surcharge.

THIEVES have begun stealing bricks from 
garden walls in Sandwell in a bid to sell them 
on for cash. Police have now stepped up 
patrols after a spate of thefts were reported 
by householders Bearwood.

blue coping stones from 
boundary walls and have 
launched an operation to 
crack down on the problem. 

Sergeant Giles Dean from 
Smethwick police said: 
“These coping stones are 
important to the character 
of the area and we do not 
want any more victims of 
theft. 

“We have acted quickly to 
put this initiative in place 
and have already contacted 
most reclamation yards to 
warn them that should they 
purchase stolen bricks we 
will be asking some serious 
questions. 

Action 

“This will make it more 
difficult for offenders to 
dispose of stolen bricks and 
hopefully deter them.” 

Abbey ward councillor 
Bob Piper said the stones 
sell for around £5 each 
which makes them attrac¬ 
tive for thieves. 

“I hope this action pre¬ 
vents more thefts,” he 
added. In a bid to track down 
those responsible officers in 


the neighbourhood have 
started using Smart Water 
on the coping stones to make 
them identifiable if they are 
stolen. 

The infra red liquid is not 
visible to the naked eye, 
however shows up under UV 
light and is not easily 
washed off, meaning it 
makes stolen items easily 
identifiable. 

Officers will also be 
putting up signage in Bear¬ 
wood to deter thieves which 
state that the operation is 
taking place in the area and 
reclamation yards are being 
warned that this is happen¬ 
ing to get them on board. 

It is not the first time 
Smart Water has been used 
to target thieves in the 
borough. 

In Tipton, a scheme was 
piloted last year which 
aimed to identify stolen 
metal, to combat metal 
related crime. 

The liquid was applied to 
drain covers and other metal 
items after funding to buy it 
was secured from the town’s 
local area budget.

Pat Arnett has proven there's no 
age limit when it comes to art as a 
new exhibition shows off her work 
Tom Mason meets the artist 


AN ARTIST who has created 
hundreds of paintings and 
murals over the last eight 
decades is being celebrated 
for her life’s work. 

Pat Arnett was stunned when, 
shortly after celebrating her 90th 
birthday, friends at Tipton Library 
announced a year of shows and exhi¬ 
bitions displaying her pieces. 

The West Bromwich-born artist’s 
talent for painting was spotted at a 
young age and she was offered a 
chance to try out for a scholarship at 
Cronehills School in the town. 

Pat then secured a place at Ryland 
Memorial School of Art in Lodge Road, 
before studying at the world- 
renowned Slade School of Fine Art in 
London and winning the prestigious 
Richardson Scholarship at the Univer¬ 
sity of London. 

Murals 

Her most recognised works are a 
series of large semi-circular murals 
representing Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Tales that adorn the walls of West 
Bromwich Central Library. 

They were painted shortly after the 
end of the Second World War. 

She later painted the John Wesley 
mural for the library and another 
mural called the First Train Through 
West Bromwich. 

Pat said: “I loved painting from a 
young age and started putting 
together proper compositions when I 
was around 15. 

“I really enjoyed my time at the 


school and I probably learned more 
there, than I did anywhere else.” 

After finishing her studies in 1944 
she went to work at a tile factory in 
Marlborough in Wiltshire where she 
produced and painted designs for 
more than a year. 

She said: “The work was very 
repetitive and I was only reproducing 
other people’s designs most of the 
time and I wanted to come home to 


my family.” When she returned to the 
Black Country she went to work at 
Sutton Coldfield High School in 
Birmingham and taught art there for 
two years. 

In 1950 Pat met her late husband 
Harold Harris, who had been an up- 
and-coming artist himself until an 
illness affected his ability to paint. 

Pat, who works mainly in oils, said: 
“We had met before at our evening 


art classes before the war but I wasn’t 
really interested, at the time I didn’t 
feel I was the marrying type. 

“We started going out sketching 
together and over time grew to love 
one and other.” 

The pair would later marry and 
eventually move into their home in 
Bilston Road, Tipton, where Pat con¬ 
tinued to live until 2007, following her 
husband’s death in 1982. Of the 
library murals, Pat said: “I was 
invited to do the mural by the head 
librarian Mr Hodge who was a baptist 
at the church on High Street in West 
Bromwich, where I had produced 
another 18ft tall mural.” 

Scenery 

She has also produced other murals 
for Black Country companies includ¬ 
ing a large art installation for Mitchell 
and Butlers at a wine lodge in Birm¬ 
ingham, and work for The Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre in Stratford- 
upon-Avon, creating scenery and sets 
for national productions including A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

“I can’t paint on the same scale as I 
once did, but I still love it,” added Pat. 

“I was very lucky to be given the 
talent that I have. I believe more 
elderly people should do something 
creative to keep them going.” 

Her most recent public work was a 
watercolour of the Tipton Slasher 
that was commissioned by Tipton 
Library’s local history group. 

An exhibition of eight of her pieces 
was recently on display at Wednes- 
bury Art Museum and Gallery and 
they are a taster of a larger exhibition 
throughout Sandwell that will go on 
show next year. 

Pat added: “I was so embarrassed 
when I was told that they were going 
to be showing my work, I am a very 
private person and I never expected 
this to happen.”

It will also house an administration 
centre offering direct services for West 
Brom savings accounts, mortgages 
and investments. Mr Westhoff added: 
“With the announcement of the app¬ 
ointed construction company we are at 
a stage where people will soon see the 
development start to take shape.”

The future of 
health centre 
is uncertain 


FEARS have been raised over the long-term 
future of a health centre that serves more 
than 35,000 people a year as it emerged the 
contract for services there could be extended 
by just 12 months. ■ by Tom Mason 

Health bosses at Sandwell ■ ’ 


and West Birmingham Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
have confirmed a year 
extension from next May is 
among the options on the 
table for the Parsonage 
Street NHS Walk-in Centre 
in West Bromwich. 

West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson said the news 
was ‘deeply worrying’ and 
vowed to fight against any 
attempt to close or down¬ 
grade the service. 

Jon Dicken, chief operat¬ 
ing officer for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham CCG, 
said: “Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group are 
working with a range of 
partners, including service 
providers, on a review of 
local urgent care services as 
we believe there are oppor¬ 
tunities locally to improve 
services for patients. 

“As part of the review we 
are developing an urgent 
care strategy to identify how 
we get the best results for 
our patients. 

“To inform the strategy 
we have been talking to 
patients about their experi¬ 
ences of urgent care services 
to understand where 


changes and improvements 
can be made. 

“We are working with the 
NHS England Area Team, 
which holds the contract 
with the service provider at 
Parsonage Street Walk-in 
Centre, with a view to 
extending the contract for a 
minimum of 12 months from 
May 2014. 

“Parsonage Street Walk- 
in Centre is part of the local 
urgent care system and 
whilst the review of urgent 
care services is ongoing, no 
decision about the future of 
the centre, or any other local 
urgent care service, will be 
made.” 

Mr Watson responded by 
saying: “I am told the Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group is 
discussing the long-term 
future of walk-in centres as 
part of developing an urgent 
care strategy and the part 
they play in the local health 
economy. 

“On average, there have 
been 35,923 visitors in each 
of the last three years to the 
walk in centre on Parsonage 
Street. 

“To learn that its long¬ 
term future could be under 
threat is deeply worrying.”

Beating a path to Beatties' 
first shop at Townwell Fold 


WOLVERHAMPTON: 
“Where they have but four 
weak springs to supply that 
large town, which too rise 
all together behind the 
Cock-Inn, having different 
names appropriated to their 
resp-ective uses, as the 
Pudding-well, the Horse- 
well, the Washing-well and 
the Meat-well.” 

These were the words of Dr 
Robert Plot writing in his Natural 
History of Staffordshire in 1686 
about Townwell Fold. 

No Darlington Street then, but 
Blossom’s Fold did a dog-leg turn 
into Townwell Fold, where you

walked past gardens of properties 
fronting Cock Street (Victoria 
Street) on your left, with, on the 
right, the Cock Bowling Green. 
The Cock was a long-established 
Inn going back to at least the early 
1500s. 

There was a field, Cock Close, 
and The Tenters, rows of hooked 
supports for hanging out cloth for 
stretching - we use the phrase ‘on 
tenterhooks’. 

Beyond a row of buildings was 
the Puddle Brook, with the wells 
offering clean water. Sheep may 
have grazed or been penned in the 


Close. Being next to these facili¬ 
ties, there might well have been 
wool and cloth trades workers 
present in the buildings. 

The town’s 1802 Trade Direc¬ 
tory showed metal craftsmen 
trading in the Fold, but also a 
tanner and a currier (who dressed 
and coloured leather after 
tanning) - by 1861 we had 
Skinner Street - and there was 
still a wool connection at No. 6, 
described as a ‘weaving shop’. 

The Fold had branches off, such 
as Giffard Arms Yard, and spread 
as far as Salop Street. 

Gradual redevelopment and 
ownership changes led to Beatties 
being the main frontager. 

James Beattie had opened his 
first shop in Victoria Street in 


1877, and the success of the busi¬ 
ness meant expansion, buying 
adjoining properties. 

Walk around the store and go up 
and down steps to different levels 
- you may be entering Bradford’s, 
which fronted Darlington Street, 
Burton’s menswear in the 1932 
Queen Square corner building 
with its elephants (look up 
between the windows), or into the 
shell of the Picturehouse Cinema, 
now haberdashery. 

This closed when the ‘Talkies’ 
were coming in, and the council 
widened Victoria Street, in 1929, 
and so Beatties built their grand 
new frontage. 

The crescent continued to 
ground floor level, where an 
arcade led through to the Fold. 


Their frontage to the Fold, if 
refurbished, with entrances re¬ 
opened and windows becoming 
displays again, could spark others 
to bring property back into use, 
and the council to improve and 
promote this once popular public 
route and reminder of the wool 
and cloth trade that made the 
town wealthy.

Her mother Margaret Jones is one of 
those who has been temporarily barred, 
after she mentioned the word in a post about 
how ridiculous the situation was. 

Solved 

The 68-year-old from Tipton said: “I’m 
disgusted with Facebook’s reaction to the 
word faggots. It’s a delicacy in the Black 
Country. 

“I have emphysema and can’t go outside 
sometimes, but Facebook is my connection 
to my friends, family and the outside world.” 

But now Mr Brains the name synonymous 
with the tasty treat has spoken out. 

A spokesperson for Mr Brain’s com¬ 
mented: “We understand it’s disappointing 
for people to be banned by Facebook, 
however we also appreciate that Facebook 
has to act responsibly concerning comments 
posted on their site. 

“Hopefully Facebook has now solved the

issue so that fans of Mr Brain’s Faggots can 
once again comment freely without being 
inhibited.” 

Robert Wilkes, who was born in Tipton 
but now lives in Somerset, said he had been 
banned from the website for 12 hours. 

“I was one of the original people to receive 
a ban on Facebook for saying faggots,” the 
54-year-old said. It was in a food context as 
the group were discussing our favourite 
local dishes. 

“I am ex-Tipton now living in the West 
Country, where faggots are also popular. I 
cannot believe that Facebook could not see 
the context of how this word was being 
used.” 

Another regular user who says she was 
banned was Janet Wilkinson, also from 
Tipton. 

She said: “Faggots have been around for 
more than 100 years and while I appreciate 
it may have a different meaning in other 
countries, to us it’s just a type of food.” 

A spokesman for Facebook claimed a 
single post had been removed due to an 
error, adding no-one should have been 
banned and all users should find their 
accounts back up.

DESPITE looking like a 
colour-limited life-sized Rub¬ 
ik’s Cube that can be seen for 
miles around, a developer 
insists that this controversial 
landmark is helping to put the 
area back on the map. 

The building has polarised opinion 
from residents and businessman in the 
area, as the StorageBase warehouse off 
Junction nine of the M6 in Wednes- 
bury, is either loved or hated. 

Work on it began last November and 
once completed it will contain around 
1,000 self-storage rooms. 

Landscaping 

Opus Land Development, the 
company behind the construction of 
the 112,000 sq ft warehouse, has 
already completed the exterior and is 
currently fitting the interior and begin¬ 
ning work on landscaping the site. 

Richard Smith, managing director 
for Opus Land, said: “The building is in 
a position where it is passed by thou¬ 
sands of motorists a day and really 
put’s the area back on the map. 

“I was on site the other day and I 
think the building looks brilliant.” 

However, it has been heavily criti¬ 
cised by local residents and councillors 
who described the red, white and grey 
building as a ‘monstrosity’. 

They also raised concerns about the 
warehouse’s long opening times and 
proximity to the already busy motor¬ 
way junction. 

“There is always going to be some 
people who don’t like when a building 
like this is constructed,” said Mr 
Smith. “But I’ve spoken to people 
walking past the site and I have had a 
number of them say how much they

like it. Not only that but it also shields 
homes from the sound of the M6 and 
blocks their view of the motorway.” 

The development will create sixjobs, 
and will be available to be accessed 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

Mr Smith added: “There is a real 
demand for buildings like this from 
small businesses that need additional 
space to help their business expand. 

“This isn’t only going to create jobs 
at the centre - it potentially has the 


chance to create a much larger eco¬ 
nomic impact for the area.” 

The building was granted planning 
permission by Sandwell Council’s 
planning committee in September last 
year, despite a petition against it. 

Opus Land is also working with St 
Francis Group on the neighbouring 22- 
acre Opus Blueprint site that is 
expected to create up to 500 jobs and is 
also in early talks with Sandwell 
Council to develop an area of land off 
Kelvin Way in West Bromwich.

Firefighters 
in award win 
over safety 

WEST Midlands Fire Service has 
won a national award for a system 
that helps firefighters to assess their 
personal safety at incidents. Injuries 
at incidents fell from 51 in 2011/12 to 
23 in 2012/13. 

In light of the drop, the brigade’s 
STAR model has been named as the 
Best Health and Safety Achievement 
in Public Services at the Safety and 
Health Practitioner; Institution of 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Awards. 

Judges praised the research and 
planning that had gone into STAR, 
providing firefighters with a frame¬ 
work within which to work. The 
system masks firefighters to ‘Stop, 
Think, Act, and Review’ when faced 
with new or unexpected hazards and 
when working without direct super¬ 
vision. 

Phil Hales, assistant chief fire 
officer of the West Midlands, said: 
“Our firefighters’ safety is para¬ 
mount. This system is a great 
example of frontline and health and 
safety staff working closely 
together.” 

Councillor John Edwards, chair¬ 
man of West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue Authority, added: “The STAR 
safety model was developed to keep 
our firefighters safe at incidents, but 
it can be applied across a range of 


THE getaway driver for a gang of bank robbers that 
made off with more than £130,000 has been ordered to 
pay back just £3.70. 

Jamal Mahmood, aged 23, has been told to pay the paltry sum despite 
there still being more than £92,000 unaccounted for after the Co-op 
bank raid on West Bromwich High Street in November 2011. 


That’s because the money, just 
lOp more than a full one-way 
journey on the Metro, is all that is 
available to Mahmood, from East- 
wood Street, Streatham Vale, 
London. 

At a brief Proceeds of Crime Act 
hearing at Birmingham Crown Court 
last Tuesday, Mahmood was given 28 
days to pay the money, which will be 
given to the Co-op as compensation, 
or must face an extra day in jail in 
default. 

During the hearing, to which 
Mahmood had waived his right to 
attend, Judge Simon Drew QC found 
that he had benefited from £92,831 - 
the amount which has still not been 
rec-overed. His defending barrister, 
Miss Briony Molyneux, said this was 
not something Mahmood agreed 
with. 

Recruited 

He was one of six men jailed in 
March for his part in the masked 
bank raid, being handed 10 years in 
jail. Mahmood drove the getaway 
vehicle after the bank was stormed by 
fellow Londoners Ashley Douglas, 29, 
of Lambeth, and twins Ibrahim and 
Akim Lyazi, 19, of Tooting. Douglas 
was given 12 years while the twins 
were handed 10-year sentences. 

Ringleader Shakeel Rafiq also 
received a 10-year sentence while the 
sixth man, Mohammed Masud, who 
recruited the London team, got five 
ears. Rafiq and Masud, both 31, and 
oth from Roebuck Lane, West

Bromwich, also appeared before the 
court to decide how much each 
should repay. 

Rafiq faces having to sell the home 
he co-owns with his father after 
Judge Drew QC made him subject to 
a confiscation order of £48,262, while 
Masud has been ordered to pay back 
£2,000 as that is all he has available. 

Douglas has been told to pay just 
£4.92, as that is all he has to his 
name.

Benefits of 
HS2 are not 
proven,says 
council boss 


THE leader of Sandwell Council has waded 
into the debate on high-speed rail by saying 
that the benefits for the Black Country still 
remains unproven - despite the controversial 
scheme getting the full backing of Birming¬ 


ham chiefs. 

Councillor Darren Cooper 
has outlined his criticisms of 
the new £42.6 billion rail 
project, which will connect 
London and the North of 
England by 2016 and cut 
down time spent travelling 
to Birmingham by more 
than 20 minutes. 

“My own view is based 
fair and square on how 
much good HS2 would do 
Sandwell and the rest of the 
Black Country,” he said. 

“And I have to say for me 
the case is still unproven. 

“It seems to me most of 
HS2’s much talked about 
economic benefits will flow 
to London - and I therefore 
wonder why thousands and 
thousands of people living 
elsewhere should have their 
home lives disrupted. 

“What’s more, I’m far 
from convinced that the 
new line will necessarily 
improve journeys for people 
travelling from Sandwell, 
Wolverhampton and 

Dudley.” 

Entitled 

He also said that he was 
upset by the comments of 
his counterpart at Birming¬ 
ham City Council, Sir 
Albert Bore, who warned 
Labour leader Ed Miliband 
that a negative message on 
the HS2 project would lead 
to a ‘protracted public con¬ 
flict’ between the party 
leadership and Labour-led 
core cities like Birming¬ 
ham. 

“He’s entitled to his 
views, of course, and I

respect them,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Cooper. “But people 
shouldn’t run away with 
the idea that on this issue 
Sir Albert represents the 
views of all his colleagues in 
local government.” 

Plans for a high speed 
line were first introduced 
by Gordon Brown’s govern¬ 
ment in 2010 when it 
announced that it was com¬ 
mitted to building a new 
high-speed rail line linking 
London, Birmingham, 
Leeds and Manchester. 

Since then the project has 
been continued by the coali¬ 
tion government and the 
cost of the scheme has sky 
rocketed to £42.6bn, includ¬ 
ing £28bn for the line and 
£14bn in contingency 
funding. 

Councillor Copper added: 
“Aggressive public diplo¬ 
macy by big city leaders is 
neither helpful nor produc¬ 
tive. 

“The public has a right to 
question the advantages 
and disadvantages of such a 
large investment of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money.”

Get your teeth into The 
Full English for a treat 


The Full English - Various 

THIS is the album which has 
come out of the massive 
project from the English Folk 
Dance and Song 
Society(EFDSS). 

The organistaion has produced a 
huge online database giving access to 
thousands upon thousands of folk 
music tracks and song sheets, poems 
and information which previously has 
been stored in hard copy and where you 
had travel to see any of them. 

From this, Fay Hield scoured the 
archives, and came up with the album 
The Full English which features some 
of the best folk musicians around today 
including singer/songwriter and aca¬ 
demic Hield. 

Musicians such as Hield, Seth 
Lakeman, Martin Simpson, Nancy 
Kerr and Sam Sweeney have taken tra¬ 
ditional folk tunes and songs and 
rather than just play them as they were

written, have put their own interpreta¬ 
tion on them. 

Hield opens the album with her 
unadorned voice for a wonderfully tra¬ 
ditional ballad Awake Awake. 

From this opening track alone you 
realise this is a gorgeous album which 
captures all that is good about folk 
music and British musical culture. 

The second track Stand By Your 
Guns is the unmistakable sound of the 
immensely talented Lakeman and 
comes with the full sound you can 
expect from someone who can seem¬ 


ingly play every instrument known to 
man. 

The album has wonderfully earthy 
instrumentals such as William and 
Nancy which is like a time machine as 
you listen to the fiddle playing you are 
transported back to the roots and 
humble beginnings of so many of the 
songs which have become almost 
anthems for folk fans. 

Creeping Jane is a fantastic track 
with Martin Simpson’s clear voice 
bringing it to life. The full group is 
made up of Hield, Lakeman, Simpson, 
Nancy Kerr, Sweeney, Rob Habron and 
Ben Nicholls. 

Between them they have created a 
sound which epitomises just how rich, 
wonderful and evocative British folk 
music can be. 

The Full English is more than just an 
album, it’s almost a history of our 
musical landscape with its essence cap¬ 
tured on disc. The Full English is out 
now on Topic Records. 


Stainton's word is good 


Word Games - Lisbee Stainton 

THE opening track Red Dog Running 
certainly makes you sit up and take 
notice, straight away you get the 
sound of Stainton’s voice clear and 
flowing without effort. 

Word Games has the fingerprints 
of some of the top names on the folk 
circuit on it, not least of which is Seth 
Lakeman. 

With Red Dog Running there is 
more than a hint of Kate Bush both 
about her sound and style with the 
mixture of booming beat which drops 
out to her soft voice before going back 
to the boom. 

This gives way to Navigating which 
singles out Stainton’s voice more 
than the previous track. Eloise is a 
pretty commercial sounding pop 
song. This moves into the more 


playful Make Me Stay, which she co¬ 
wrote with Irish songbird Eleanor 
McEvoy who will be guesting on 
Stainton's tour. Dance With Me has a 
much more sultry sound while Fool’s 
Gold is a much more mature ballad 
with its melancholy melody. 

Pulse is a gorgeously mellow and 
haunting song accented beautifully 
by a single drum beat and gentle 
picking of the banjo. The title and 
last track, Word Games, is a slow 
thoughtful ballad which is almost 
lazy in its execution and has a lovely 
quirky opening strand. 

Word Games, like so many folk 
albums now, seems to be trying to 
straddle the line between the tradi¬ 
tional and the commercial pop world. 
Stainton starts her tour on Novem¬ 
ber 7 in the Artrix Bromsgrove 


Lowings’ voice is 
almost ethereal 

Deepest, Darkest Night EP 
Kim Lowings and The Greenwood 

THIS is Lowings’ second offering after her 
full album she has the perfect voice for 
folk/acoustic music it’s soft, ethereal and 
has a fantastic range. 

Off to Sea is a wonderfully gentle, 
tuneful and lyrical song which can carry 
you off to other worlds. The Cruel Mother 
is a traditional storytelling folk song which 
brings to mind June Tabor as Lowings 
exercises the deeper part of her range and 
the drums and fiddle add a brooding, eerie 
harmony. Annie Laurie is another tradi¬ 
tional ballad which has a Scottish feel. No 
recording will ever really do justice to 
Lowings’ voice it’s best to go and see her 
live.

The Armed Man: 

A Mass for Peace, 

Symphony Hall 

NEARLY 1,700 in the 
audience and no pro¬ 
grammes left at half time, 
that's how popular the 
great Karl Jenkins is. 

His ardent band of fol¬ 
lowers were not left disap¬ 
pointed as the two-hour 
programme punched out 
nods to the old from his 
Palladio orchestral opener 
to the choir’s beautifully- 
syncopated Paradisum 
from his Requiem which 
closed the first half. 

Inbetween there were 
excerpts from the less 
well-known Stabat Mater, 
which was glorious and 
The Peacemakers, which 
has still to grow on me. 

Expense 

The second half was 
taken up with his anti-war 
Armed Man composition. 
Popular with both his non¬ 
singing fans and those in 
amateur choirs, despite 
the galling expense of per¬ 
forming it, it deservedly 
won a standing ovation for 
being a masterclass in how 
it should be done. 

A work of contrasts 
which weave together fear, 
rage, menace, prayer, reso¬ 
lution and hope, there are 
soaring melodies and a 
sense of urgency which 
were caught perfectly by 
all involved, especially the 
percussion section. 

Some productions use a 
backdrop of film images 
designed to emote but 
such was the passion in 
Symphony Hall on Satur¬ 
day they would have been 
entirely superfluous.

Stars shine bright on a 
night of charitable fun 


H osting a live TV show isn’t easy 
- just ask Mick Fleetwood and 
Sam Fox. It’s 24 years since 
they co-hosted the Brit Awards, but 
the thought of them hemming and 
hawing their way through several 
painful hours of presenting duties still 
sends shivers down the spine of those 
who saw it. 

We reckon wannabe TV presenters 
everywhere should watch it so they 
know exactly how not to go about a 
live broadcast. 

Thankfully, Children in Need is in far 
more seasoned hands. Tess Daly, 
Fearne Cotton, Nick Grimshaw and 
Zoe Ball are all old hands at live 
broadcasts, but the glue holding the 
whole thing together is, as ever, Terry 
Wogan - and the show just wouldn’t 
be the same without him. 

He makes the whole process seem 
completely effortless - perhaps it’s 
because he’s so affable and always 
does his best to make those 
appearing in the studio at their ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 


Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Children in Need is now an iconic 
annual event, and is so huge, it can 
no longer be confined to just one 
marathon programme broadcast at 
prime time. 

Instead, the action begins around 
lunchtime with a Strictly Come 
Dancing-themed Bargain Hunt 
special, while Pointless and The One 
Show also get in on the fund-raising 
act. 

But the real fun begins at 7.30pm, 
when the telethon itself begins. 

Those involved hope to raise more 
than the £26million collected in 2012, 
and have a heap of entertainment 
lined up that they hope will inspire us 
to dig deep - something the Great 
British public has continued to do, 
despite the credit crunch.

But whatever happens, Children in 
Need will always really be about 
fundraising - and is something Terry 
is only too pleased to be involved with. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” 
says Wogan. “This year we are hoping 
the great British public will give us 
even more. We’ve certainly got a 
fantastic show line-up this year. I know 
I say that every year but this year 
really is special.”

Suzuki Swift 4x4 looks set to fill gap in market 


By Sharon Walters 


SUZUKI has made its name as a 
maker of small cars and 4x4s, so it 
comes as a surprise that it’s taken 
until now to combine the two. 

But as traditional SUVs have grown larger 
and more expensive, there’s a clear gap in the 
market for a car with all-weather ability that’s 
cheaper to buy and run than many standard 
hatchbacks. 

After all, by no means everyone who lives in 
the countryside is a millionaire, and for the 
environmentally conscious there are few 
greener alternatives, with fuel consumption 
averaging better than 50mpg. 

So, enter the Suzuki Swift 4x4, based on the 
Japanese company’s best-selling hatchback, 
which could be yours for a little over £12,600. 

Its main competitor is the Fiat Panda. Yes 
Suzuki still produces the Jimny, but that’s a dif¬ 
ferent kettle of fish. 

It’s a more traditionally built 4x4, a sort of 
baby Vitara, but its accomplished off-road per¬ 
formance requires compromises which impact 
on its ride comfort and handling on the road. 
Not so the Swift 4x4: in fact from its appear¬ 
ance or driving experience you’d be hard 
pressed to spot any differences with the stan¬ 
dard hatchback. Unless, that is, you pay an 
extra £1,000 for the top-of-the-range model 
with its special bodykit. 

There are no levers or buttons to worry

about. The four-wheel drive system is fully 
automatic with a viscous coupling proportion¬ 
ally directing power to the rear wheels when 
the front ones start to slip. The coupling is little 
bigger than a clenched fist: in fact the whole 
4x4 system adds just 65kg to the car’s weight. 
The result is little impact on performance, just 
5mpg less and a lOg/km increase in C02 emis¬ 
sions. The test drives took place in North 
Wales, with 20 miles or so of steep inclines and 
dirt tracks through the Berwyn Mountains, 
where first and second gears were the order of 
the day. It was pleasantly surprising to find we 
had averaged 42mpg, so 50mpg should be 
entirely feasible in day-to-day use. Both 4x4 
models are powered by the Swift range’s 1.2- 


litre petrol engine, one of the most powerful in 
its class with 94PS on tap. With a 0 to 62mph 
time of 13.3 seconds it’s a little slower off the 
mark than the standard hatchback. Yet it 
doesn’t seem to struggle - its performance on 
the open road, and at motorway speeds, was 
something of a revelation with low noise levels 
and a civility which would be the envy of cars 
with much more power to spare. 

Clearance 

The extra 25mm ride height (to accommo¬ 
date the 4x4 system and give those who venture 
off road a bit more ground clearance) doesn’t 
seem to have affected the road holding or 
supple ride, either. 

That’s as it should be. This new Swift is not

aimed at wannabe explorers, it’s a car for those 
who need to drive come rain, sleet or snow and 
who want the extra traction and security of 
four-wheel drive at an affordable price. 

Suzuki is dipping its toes into a new market 
sector so - for the time being at least - there 
isn’t the option of a 4x4 with the Swift range’s 
1.3-litre diesel engine. But with the petrol 
engine’s economy, lower price and the 
petrol/diesel price differential that’s only likely 
to be an issue for higher mileage drivers. 

The 4x4 comes in five-door, five-seat SZ3 and 
SZ4 grades, the two best-equipped models in 
the Swift range. List prices are £13,819 and 
£15,739 but - at least until he end of September 
- Suzuki has included the new car in its ‘VAT 


free’ offer. That works out At £12,616 and 
£13,116 respectively. The SZ3 is well-equipped 
by class/price standards with ABS and other 
electronic braking systems, plus an electronic 
stability programme helping the four-wheel 
drive to keep you safe. 

Front, side and curtain airbags are also stan¬ 
dard, along with convenience features such as 
electric windows, driver’s seat and steering 
wheel multi-adjustment, electrically-heated 
and adjustable door mirrors, manual air condi¬ 
tioning, and a radio/CD player with remote con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

Step up to the SZ4 and you also get automatic 
air conditioning, automatic headlamps and a 
4x4 body kit.
